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to tbetnseJves aod l» tbe comsttiDity.— 
Meetiiijg on the jfround of their comtnon 
humanity, the feudal pride of the great 
man loses itself in the honest sympatlues 
of nature, and the envious feelings of the 
peasant are Converted into sentimeats of 
attachment and respect. We, therefore, 
most cordially wish prosperity to those 
Farming Societies that already exist; and 
hope, ere long, to see than nMsie widely 
diffused over the couatry. Independently 
of the kindly feeling which they are calaia» 
lated to produce amongBt tie lifierioBt 
classes e£ society, they actually preBiate a 
considerable increase of knowledge, and 

beneScial emulation amaogst &rmers 

We have only to legret, that their exertions 
are generally too much confined to jilough^ 
ing; which, however in^Kirtant, ougbt not 
to supersede a due attention to many other 
equally valuable parts of rural economy. 
But we have no doubt fSiat, in a short 
time, their own experience, and the use of 
the hett authors on agricultural subjects, 
will both enlarge their views, and increase 
their usefulness; and, firmly beUeving that 
they may essentially promote the prospe- 
rity and happiness of Ireland, we most cor- 
dially say — " God speed the plough." 

But we feel that in attending to general 
considerations, we have lost sight of our 
particular object— the business of the pre- 
sent month. In ordinary seasons, this would 
beamatter of very little importance; foo 
January is generally the deadest and least 
valuable month of the year ; but owing to 
the extreme severity of the end of last au- 
tumn, tad the beginning ef the present 
winter, jt has, this reason, been a pcxiod of 
the utmost conseqiMBce to the agricultur- 
ist. Up to the end of Decesnbw, the pK>s- 
pect of the ensuing wheat ocop was exteeme- 
ly gloomy ; and tended much to raise the 
price of grain. Very little potato ground, 
which is principaUy used for Wheat in the 



North, icouldbe prt^^nrod for the seecl ; and 
even much of the fallow land remained un- 
sown. The cold, but dry weather, however, 
which we have generally experienced during 
the present month, has enabled the farmer, 
in nost caaeg^ to cunplete bis sowing in 
good order ; and a few dry days, any time 
during tbe ensuing month, will put the 
usual quantity of ground under Wheat. 
To thv oiccuiastauice^ we may, ia some de- 
gree, ascribe the snuiU decline in prices tiiat 
has lat^ taken place. 

The days are gradually lengthening, and 
the country is begiiuiing to assume a coun- 
tenance or cheerfulness and activity. We 
earne^ly urge our agricultural friends to 
pusk on their tillage, whenever the wealJier 
will permit. In our northern and uncertain 
climate, early sowing is generally of vast 
importnioe. EarLy and atmndant harvests 
almost uniformly follow an early seedtime ; 
and from this time forwiud, ttie'Sirmer may 
safely sow his oats, whenever his ground is 
sufficiently dry to bear his horses, aud cover 
tbe seed with the harrow. 

We shall feel much obliged by any hints 
or communications from our agricultural 
readers ; and vi>e as»ire them, that we are 
most anxious to do them any good in our 
power.
